He suffered a stroke of paralysis last 
Saturday night and since that time has 
never rallied sufficiently to give hope 
for his recovery. 
Judge Burke was born in Tallapoosa 
county, Alabama, Aug. I, IHG. 
He at­ 
tended the common schools of Alabama 
and Georgia until ho was 16 years old. 
At that time lie volunteered in the Con­ 
federate servi •**, enlisting iu company 
D, Tenth Georgia cavalry. 
His regi­ 
ment was assigned to Hampton’s corp*, 
- Butler’s division. 
He served until the 
■ clos** of the war and was at Greens- 
I borough, N. (J., at th** time of th© sur­ 
render. 
He sustained one wound 
battle, a slight one in the arm. 
I 
In January, 1856, he removed to Texas j 
and located at Jefferson, Tex., where 
he began the 
study of law, teaching 
school in the meantime. 
Ho was ad- i 
mitted to the liar in IGO ta d in the fo l-1 
lowing year removed to Dallas, where | 
he opened an office aud began the prae- | 
tic© of his profession. 
He was a member of the ciiy council 
in 1874-5; was elected county judge in J 
1878 and re-elected in 1880 and 1882:was < 
elected district judge in 1888 aud re- I 
el**cted in 1802 without opposition. 
He I 
was elected to the Fifty-fifth congress j 
in 181*6, re-elected to the Fifty-sixth t 
congress in 180s and the Fifty-seventh j 
congress in 1000, 
He was married at Jefferson in I STO ! 
to Miss Mary L. Henderson, daughter j 
of J u d g e J. B. Henderson. 
To them , 
were born three children, Robert Em- j 
met Jr., Albert C. and Lueile. 


Colons! Guy IE. B ryan l a i d . 
Austin, June 5.—Colonel Guy M 
Bryan died here at his boarding place. 
Tile governor has ordered the depart­ 
ments to remain closed today out of 
respect to the pioneer Texan, who will 
be buried at 5 o’clock this afternoon in 
the state cemetery. 
Colonel Bryan was born Jan. 12, 1821, 
at Herculaneum, Mo. 
He came to 
Texas with his parents in 1*81, locating 
on Pleasant bayou, in Br az ria county. 
He served under Lieutenant Colonel 
Summerville during the Texas revolu­ 
tionary war, aud later in the Texas vol­ 
unteers against Mexico after the annex­ 
ation. 
Ile served iii various capacities 
in the Confederate war. 
He was a 
warm advocate of annexation. 
Colonel Bryan served in the lower 
house of the Texas legislature for six 
years, commencing in 1847, and later 
was in the senate four years. 
He was 
elected to congress iu 1857, respresont- 
ing the western district, and Judge 
Reagan the eastern district. 
Texas had 
then but two congressmen.

Sherman, Tex,, June 5.—Springer C. 
Steele, aged 18, son of a prominent citi- 
aeu of Pittsburg, Pa., is lying in a pre­ 
carious condition from the effects of in­ 
juries received in the yards of Missouri, 
K an sas and Texas railroad near the 
Joues street crossing. 
He has made no 
statement, but eye witnesses say that 
he walked several yards aud fell across 
the track before a switch engine, which 
fortunately had a low fender, and was 
ruuuicg slowly.

His head and especially his ears are 
badly lacerated and internal hurts may 
yet develop.

Constitution was dismantled while on 
her trial trip Tuesday afternoon. 
The accident happened
